Ever since her first big acci­ 
dent, when she was rammed and 
sunk as she attempted to release 
a fleet of Ice-bound grain carriers 
in Lake Erie near Bar Point in 
1917, her luck has all been bad. 
Four times she sank and hun­ 
dreds of thousands 
of 
dollars 
were spent to save her from the 
Junk heap. 


In her early days she earned a 
reputation as a 
powerful, 
sea­ 
worthy craft. Sht* was built In 
1892 at Superior, Wls., for the 
Pillsbury Flour Mill Co., which 
named« her 
Pillsbury 
and 
used 
her as a package freighter, l ^ t - 
er she was bought by the I’itts- 
burg Steamship Co. H er owners 
thought highly of her.

"She was the shock troops of 
our fleet for many years." one 
of the officers of the Pittsburgh 
company said. "W henever we had 
a job that no other boat could 
do, we sent out the Henry Cort. 
And she {[ilways got away with 
it."

It took nearly a year and four 
attempts to raise her after that 
first 
crash. 
The 
I’lttsburgh 
Steamship Co. spent more than 
$100,000 to bring her up. She 
was taken to Conneaut, O., to be 
rebuilt and it was estimated the 
job would cost nearly $200,000. 


The Henry Cort, externally a 
new ship, with her deck raised 
four 
feet 
and 
modernized 
throughout, put out 
again 
in 
1919. 
For eight years 
nothing 
serious happened. Then, in 1927, 
she was wrecked on a reef at 
Colchester, Ont., in I ^ k e Erie, 
and virtually her entire bottom 
torn out.

The purpose of the plan, which 
is to bo announced shortly, was 
described as to plve the Spanish 
republic, "a type of modern cor­ 
porative state bat'ed upon the old 
Spanish traditional system,“ ruled 
by a riphtlst united front. 


It wa.s denied the project was 
related to Fascism, although It is 
somewhat similar to Fascism in 
some of its points. 


The scheme has tho double oh- 
jevtive of terminating 
the 
ecn- 
turie.s-old Carlist-Hourbon conflict 
and uniting the monarehists into 
one proup, and tho creation of an 
ambitious “national non-partisan 
bloc” under the leadership of for­ 
mer Minister Jose Calvo Sotello, 
which would admit to membership 
Monarchists, extremo 
ripht 
He- 
publicans, F'ascists and any others 
who wished to join. 


Informants 
of 
the Associated 
Press said Sotello >vould publish a 
proclamation within a day or so 
pivlnp the peneral outlines of flie 
plan which will Include provisions 
tieaipned lo please the Spanish 
w’orkers. 


Sotellu would revive and im­ 
prove “ctirlain traditional Institu- 
tions” in Spain. Amonp provisions 
of his plan would be. system by 
which pulid and labor organiza­ 
tions would be granted represen­ 
tation as such in th« cortes, or 
parliament. 


Labor 
organizations 
naturally 
are non-partisan in nature, and 
parties 
such 
as 
the 
Socialists 
would be outlawed under the pro­ 
posed new Spanish replme. 


Informants pointed out that the

was 
"co-operative 
rather 
than 
corporative, 
and 
purely 
Spanish, beinp unrelated to Fuh- 
eist development." 
Sotello him­ 
self said recently that his plan 
"constitutes a united front to de­

Prominent Republicans viewed 
the movement as the beginning of 
a veiled 
monarchist 
restoration 
campaign.

strenpthened by infornuitlon from 
monarchist sources that nepotia- 
tlons were being carried on for an 
attempted reconciliation 
of 
the 
C'arlistH and the Alfonsists. the 
two factions which 
for genera­ 
tions had divided Spain’s mon­ 
archist regime. 


Th« aged Alfonso Carlo.s is the 
Carllst pretender to the Spanish 
throne. 
He has no heir. 
Tho at­ 
tempted 
reconciliation 
contem 
plates selecting Alfonso of Uour- 
bon, nephew of tne former king, 
as Ills heir. 


It was considered probablo that 
the Infante Juan, son of former 
King Alfonso, would be chosen 
heir to Alfonso of Bourbon, thus 
uniting the branches of the for* 
mer royal family.

that monarchist leaders had been 
conferring with former King Al­ 
fonso regarding his nephow^’s ac­ 
ceptance of the new rolo.
